On Larger School Crops Field Day Friday 


District Question 


Lamerton Municipal District 
Councillors Send Resolution to 
Provincial Dept. of Education 


Belief that the incorporation of 
the small school districts within 
the,Municipal District of Lamer- 
ton into a large school unit 
“would cause widespread  dis- 
satisfaction” was expressed as 
the councillors of the municipal- 
ity sent a resolution to the pro- 
vincial government asking that a 
poll be taken on the matter be- 
fore the larger school districts 
was put into effect, The resolu- 
tion was passed at the regular 
meeting of the council held at 
Alix Saturday, and reads in full 
as follows : : 


“Whereas.the members. of the , 


council of. this. municipality: be- 
fieye the inclusion of the school 
districts of this municipal district 
in a° large school division would 
cause “widespread dissatisfaction 
unless the ratepayers concerned 
were given an opportunity, by 
means of ballot, to express their 
approval or otherwise; 
“Therefore be it resolved that 
this council respectfully petition 
the Minister of Education, to 
cause a vote to be taken in the 
several school districts within 
this municipal district, and we 
also respectfully ask that the 
Honorable Minister communicate 
with this council by August 31, 
1938, the views of his depart- 
ment with regard to this resolu- 
tion.” 
Report Given 
The resolution was brought up 
following a report made by 
Councillors Ditto and Hecht, who 
had attended a meeting for the 
discussion of the formation of 
the large school unit to be known 
as the Red Deer School Division. 
A motion accepting a communi- 
cation from the senior govern- 
ments regarding the Bureau of 
Public Relief and Public Welfare 
regarding grants, and requesting 
“assistance from the senior gov- 
ernments as we are not financial- 
ly able to provide Social Services 
and agreeing to comply with the 
necessary terms for obtaining 
assistance,” was passed.

Infantile Paralysis 
Strikes Two Children 
In This District 


Two cases of polyomyelitis, 
more commonly known as infan- 
tile paralysis, were reported in 
the districts north of Lacombe, 
according to information —re-) 
ceived from Medical- Health -Offi- 
cer Dr. L. A. McLean of Red 
Deer. Shirley Lewis, two-year- 
old daughter of Mr, and Mrs. 
Charles Lewis of Morningside, 
suffered from a very mild attack 
but is now up and around and 
apparently quite recovered. Two- 
month-old Shirley Mae Spink, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Spink, residing 11 miles north- 
west of town lies today in the 
isolation ward of the General 
Hospital, Edmonton, suffering 
from the same disease. Reports 
state that the baby is “progress- 
ing favorably.” The child was 
rushed to Edmonton last week. 

Dr. McLean, when contacted 
by phone by the Globe reporter, 
stated that no serious outbreak 
of paralysis had occurred within 
the Red Deer Health Unit boun- 
daries. “Doctors in private prac- 
tice are on the look out for this 
disease, both because of the sea- 
son and because of outbreaks in 
surrounding districts,” he -said. 
“Only isolated and mild cases 
have occurred so far within the 
Red Deer Health Unit.” Quaran- 
tines from these two cases will 
be over before the opening of 
the fall school term, and it is not 
expected any schools will be de- 
layed from opening because of 
the disease.”

Gull Lake Rises 
From Heavy Rains 


Holidayers at Aspen Beach, 
driven indoors by the heavy rain 
last week-end, jubilantly watched 
Gull Lake rise as sand bars close 
in shore were covered with 
water for the first time in years. 
Reports from the Lake state that 
the waters rose about four in- 
ches in all, creeping up the grad- 
ual beaches as much as five and 
six feet in places, The total rain- 
fall for the week-end was 3,53 
inches, 


over a dozen ‘hérses had died in 
this district from encephalomye- 
litis. The deaths are spread all 
through the district, with no 


community immune from its 
fatalities. 


Over 750 horses have been 
treated in this district with chick 
vaccine as immunization against 
the sleeping sickness disease now 
sweeping through horse herds of 
Western Canada. In addition to 
the vaccine itself, vast quantities 
of pine tar and fish oil are being 
used by farmers,of the district to 
prevent the disease from spread- 
ing. BS kit 

It is believed*that few horses 
in this lomo ice district have 
actually ‘died from the disease as 
yet, but two or three cases have 
been definitely proven to be the 
dread sleeping sickness. John 
Rathje and Tom Alexander both 
report deaths from the disease. 
Reports from Clive, Alix and 
Bashaw state that many horses 
in those areas have fallen victims 
to the malady, although officials 
here -are prone to believe that 
these reports are greatly exag- 
gerated. . 

Over 1500 doses of the chick 
vaccine have been distributed to 
farmers in the district and hun- 
dreds of other doses have been 
ordered. Farmers are warned 
that this vaccine should be ad- 
ministered only by a qualified 
veterinary surgeon, and the vac- 
cine. sold by the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Crown is distributed only 
with this understanding. 

The provincial government is 
taking steps to prosecute “quack” 
salesmen who are _ travelling 
through the province peddling 
vaccine which will not help the 
horses nor immunize them from 
the disease.

Eyes grew misty with memories as the pioneers and old-timers 
of this district gathered to attend the Lacombe Old-Timers’ Associa- 
tion annual picnic and round-up held at the Central Alberta Pavilion 
Tuesday afternoon and evening. Close on 300 attended the most suc- 
cessful get-together of pioneers and old-timers held in this district 
for years. By far the big event of the day was the old-time dance 
held in the evening, when Maestro Roy Flegal of Morningside was 
in charge of an orchestra composed only of Lacombe and district 
old-timers, Quadrilles, square dances, reels and all the old dances 
were played, as old feet grew young again on the dance floor, 


Round-Up Started At 3 O’Clock 


It was around 3 p.m. that the main crowd started to assemble, 
and in couples and little parties, took short jaunts around the beauti- 
ful Experimental Farm grounds, viewing the flower and vegetable 
gardens, the groves and hedges. They talked of the days gone 
by——of the big Lacombe fire which swept through a whole block 
in 1906; .of the celebration held here to commemorate the coronation 
of King Edward VII., which took place at the turn of the century, 
and many bygone events were lived over. Muddy sid@ roads Tuesday 
meant nothing to old-timers who had many times travelled through 
mud axle deep on shopping visits to the Lacombe of yesteryear. It 
was a real “round-up”, and how the old-timers entered into the 
spirit of the occasion was a revelation to the younger element, chil- 
drén and grandchildren of the real honored guests. 

Treating lightly the difficulties encountered in the early days 
of pioneering and settling, some of the experiences reminisced were 
«t a humorous character, while others took on the tragic touch. 
“Sunny Alberta” at its best provided ideal weather, and the “old 
youngsters” in the sunset of life were delighted with the success of 
the gathering. 

At 5 p.m. two pictures were taken by B. S. Cameron, photogra- 
pher, the first being of all the pioneers present who arrived in 
the district prior to the year 1895, and the second picture of the 
pioneers and old-timers who came up to September 1, 1905. The 
pioneers are classified as those arriving on or before the former 
year, and the old-timers’ class includes those from 1895 to 1905. The 
latter date is set to attnin membership in the association. - 

Supper was served in the Pavilion, the contents of the baskets 
being “pooled” and spread on the long tables. The wives of the old- 
timers assisted with the nerving. 

Following the supper a business meeting was held, with C. F. 
Damron in the chair. He explained that the gathering was called 
for the purpose of re-organizing the association, as the past few 
years had shown a lack of get-togethers. He said he “felt just like 
a kid” when looking up the dates of some of those present who 
pioneered the district, before Alberta became a province. He em- 
phasized the need of everybody qualifying, to register, and regretted 
the absence of a good many who were not in attendance. He asked 
the co-operation of those attending to get everyone in the district, 
who qualified, to send in their names, so that next year all could be 
advised individually: of the date of the annual “Round-Up.” Mr.

J.T. Shaw Addressed Meeting In Pavilion 


Mr. Shaw, who 35 years ago had been a teacher in the Arbor- 
dale district near Lacombe, said he was glad of the opportunity to 
renew old acquaintances. Mr. Shaw paid tribute to those early 
pioneers whose staunch work had played such a large part in build- 
ing up this country. He was reminded, he said, of Whittier’s words: 

“T hear the tread of pioneers of nations yet to be, 

The first low wash of waves, where soon shall roll a human sea. 

The rudiments of empire here are plastic yet and warm; 

The chaos of a mighty world is round into form. 

Each rude and jostling fragment soon its fitting place shall find: 

The raw material of a State, its muscle and its mind [” 

We are living in a rapidly changing world, said Mr. Shaw, in 
a time which will have an important bearing on the future progress 
of the country. While he did not wish political significance attached 
to his remarks, Mr. Shaw emphasized the importance of retaining 
economic and political liberties, in a time when dictatorships were 
in power in so many countries, in a time when democracy seems to 
act slowly and there seems to be a departure from the paths of com- 
inon honesty and integrity. “Does this country want a form of 
dictatorship?” is a challenging question at present. The same viril- 
ity and strength of spirit which activated the pioneers is needed 
today to solve the questions which have such an important bearing 
on the future of Canada. If such things as the freedom of speech 
are lost, everything is lost. It is the patriotic duty to Canada of 
every citizen to preserve the constitution and unity of the Empire. 
An inland province like Alberta, dependent economically and geo- 
graphically on her sister provinces, would do well to compromise 
where necessary to preserve the unity of the nation. He impressed 
upon the pioneers the influence they may still bring to bear upon 
the problems which confront the country they did so. much to 
develop.

Harvesters Set Wage Scale 


T a massed meeting of prospective harvesters 

held in Edmonton over the week-end, mini- 
mum wages were set by the men for the ensuing 
harvesting period. The wages asked are from 
fifty cents to one dollar higher than those paid by 
farmers last year, the minimums proposed by the 
chairman being $2.50 for a ten-hour stooking day 
and $3.50 for an eleven-hour threshing day. Many 
farmers in Alberta this year will be able to pay 
this sum, but there are, on the other hand, those 
unfortunates who were hailed, or whose crop 
will barely pay. expenses. 

Whether the harvesting help will be able to 
make these wages stick is a doubtful point. Last 
year wages in the Lacombe district averaged $2.00 
per day up. This wage was paid “clear,” board 
and room being included, and many farmers of 
this immediate district will be hard put to it. to 
increase the wages over those paid last year. The 
rain last week-end flattened grain badly, increas- 


_ing cutting costs enormously. Laborers should 
_ be given a break—they should be paid a good liv- 
_ing wage, but with the price of wheat where it is 
‘today, and with conditions as they are, harvesters 


should not demand of the farmers more than they 
can reasonably expect to get. 


Floating Holidays 


(From the Financial Post) 


HE unhappy absurdity created when Dominion 


Day this year fell on a Friday, thus leaving 
a Saturday morning to break up what would 
otherwise have been a splendid midsummer holi- 
day for hundreds of thousands of working people, 
attracted much attention in the press throughout 
Canada. : 

The Financial Post’s editorial reference to the 
subject has been quoted from coast to coast. In 
the vast majority of cases, editors agree that no 
harm could have been done, and much good would 
have resulted, if Canada’s National Birthday had 
been celebrated on the first Monday in July rather 
than on an artificial calendar date. 

Curiously many editors find themselves re- 
luctant to include Armistice Day—now called Re- 
membrance Day—in the list of holidays which 
might, with due respect, be observed on the Mon- 
day of the week in which Nov. 11 falls. 

Why such misgivings? Remembrance Day is 
used to honor the heroes of all of Canada’s wars. 
Nov. 11 happened to be the last day of the greatest 
of those wars, but there were other dates, even in 
that war, that could have been selected, such us 
the date of Vimy, or the date of the landing of the 
first Canadian troops in France.

(From the New York Times) 


Baas world oversupply of wheat traces from 
the war, when, in response to the urgent calls 
of the Allies, the overseas wheat exporting coun- 
tries—Australia, Argentina, Canada and the U.S.

The dilemma with which the United States 
has been faced since 1929 still confronts us. On 
the one hand, we may let nature take its course in 
the traditional manner, until falling prices have 
forced enough farmers off their land to reduce 
the wheat supply. Or we may resort to measures 
of Governmental control and aid which bring at 
least temporary relief. The first entails wide- 
spread and prolonged hardship and impoverish- 
ment of our population and, indirectly, injury to 
our industry as well, “The other is at best an ex-

There is more of it, too, all in the same strain, 
and it surely appealed to me. It has usually been 
considered that to change one’s political affilia- 
tion, or one’s religious faith, was a sign of mental 
instability; I have always thought that such 
changes, made after due reflection, show progress 
of thought, through experience.

“What could be better than a 
real spring-clean at such a jinctureya fresh start? 
Sit down and sort everything out sanely, get sway 
by oneself, and examine what is worth retaining. 
If, by chance, a change of front is the outcome, I 
do not fee) that it should be looked upon as vacil- 
lating, but rather as a sign that one milestone has 
been left behind, and we are on our way to the 
next. 

It may seem a strange’ time to advocate 
“spring” cleaning, but, to me, it seems a very ap- 
propriate time to do the job; many of our dearest 
beliefs are in the melting-pot, our ideals are being 
challenged, and, altogether, most thinking peoples’ 
thoughts are in a somewhat chaotic state. Our 
very friends seem to be against us in many things; 
their words and actions rankle, We are in danger 
of wrong thinking when we are in this mood, and 
it is liable to play havoc with our hearts; so, it 
does seem to be the part of common sense to sit 
down and sort out the wheat from the tares. 
High-faluting slogans may stick in our minds, and 
begin to be accepted as truths, until we take these 
slogans out and examine them closely, perhaps to 
discover that they are worth exactly nothing. 

It seems to me that this method of a mental 
spring-cleaniny might leave us with a few defi- 
nite, clear-cut ideals, ideas, and aims; and we 
could then address ourselves to the task of achiev- 
ing them, unhampered by ancient shibboleths. 
Conservation of ideas may be well in ordinary 
times (though I doubt it), but in transition peri- 
ods, or in periods in which cranks hold sway, a 
revolution of ideas and principles is sometimes 
the only way by which sanity can be maintained.

mental spring-clean would be very beneficial. We 
have heard so much about Cultural Heritage, 
Basic Dividends, Unity, Monetizing Our Credit, 
Fusion of Parties, Co-operation, etc., and do we all 
realize how much or how- litttle each one means, 
or to what extent, if any, they are necessary, or 
even possible, for us? Perhaps a good spring- 
cleaning might clear away so many cobwebs and 
so much clutter that there would be nothing left, 
and the idea in question could be definitely dis- 
carded into the waste paper basket. Anyway, you 
will find lots of amusement playing this game; 
lots of amusement, and, I do believe, derive lots 
of educational worth. But it sure takes a lot of 
mental courage to discard a lifetime of accepted 
beliefs, to tear to pieces one’s whole mental back- 
ground, and to make confession to oneself that 
one has not been “going” through life consciously, 
exerting one’s efforts and influence in the making 
of a better world; but that one has been merely 
carried along like a derelict ship, bowing to the 
various winds, swung about, by every chance cur- 
rent into whose stream one may have drifted. 

We see, and shudder at, the many so-called 
human derelicts and wrecks that we see as we 
drift along; never pausing to think that often, in 
a different sense, we, ourselves, are just as much 
derelict in our mind, and so, to continue the an- 
alogy, a very constant danger to the human ship- 
ping of a world that still seems to be groping its 
way around in a fog.

Pool Claims Credit for 
Forming of Wheat Board 


(A Wheat Pool Bulletin) 


It is gratifying to note the 
degree of solidarity with which 
the majority of the people of 
Western Canada have gotten. be- 
hind the Wheat Board this year 
and made representations to the 
government in support of a rea- 
sonable initial payment. It is 
many years. since the west 
showed such an united front. 

The fact that there is a Wheat 
Board today is due to the deter- 
mined insistence of the Wheat 
Pools of Western Canada. These 
organizations sent delegation 
after delegation to Ottawa dur- 
ing the past eight years to press 
the need of a Wheat Board be- 
fore .the federal government. 
They also presented the case for 
a Wheat Board before various 
governmental inquiries and com- 
missions. In all these activities 
they had the support of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, the 
United Farmers of Canada, Sas- 
katchewan section, and the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Manitoba. A few 
other organizations such as the 
Association of Rural Municipali- 
ties gave appreciated support. 

The need for a Wheat Board 
during the depression years was 
obvious. In most countries of 
the world wheat had been taken

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out of the economic field and be- 
came a political question, Can- 
ada was slow to realize what had 


occurred, largely due to the ad- 
vice of economists of the ortho- 
dox school and the grain trade 
of this country. Their contention 
was that the adverse conditions 
being experienced by wheat pro- 
ducers were transitory and would 
shortly disappear. 


Of course, the trouble started 
when the world raised a record 
wheat crop in 1928 and stock 
markets collapsed in 1929, when 
the depression was ushered in. 
Wheat sank so low in price that 
in some instances the railways 
carrying the grain got more for 
their services than did the pro- 
ducers. The world’s surplus 
piled up until it reached the total 
of over 1,100 million bushels. 

Some people soothingly said 
that low prices would incréase 
consumption and the surplus 
would be taken care of in that 
way. But consumption did not 
increase because of low prices. 
In fact it has remained remark- 
ably even during the past ten 
years. 

The surplus was eventually 
cleaned up, but by what process? 

six-year drouth in North Am- 
erica, the worst this continent has 
experienced in 50 years. The U.S. 
became a world wheat importer 
for the first time in 100 years. 
The Canadian prairies were 
scorched by year after year of 
excessive, unprecedented drouth. 

In addition, another large 
wheat exporting nation, Argen- 
tina, experienced two major crop 
disasters with only one year in- 
tervening. In 1935 Argentina had 
one of the worst drouths in her 
history and last fall a severe 
frost destroyed at least 70 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat. 

So that it took a series of cal- 
amities following each other in 
quick succession in three of the 
great wheat exporting countries 
of the world to get rid of the 
wheat surplus which was really 
started by the huge 1928 crop, 
and to restore the price level to 
a decent figure. 

There is a fair crop in West- 
ern Canada this year. A large 
number of farmers, who haven't 
had anything like a crop for six 
or seven years, will have some 
wheat this fall. The fairly high 
prices of the past two years 
meant nothing to them, for they 
got no benefit from them. This

GEOLOGICAL FACTS SHOW 
NEED FOR PRORATION 


Proration regulation in the 
Turner Valley oil fields is a 
benefit to consumers apart from 
its desirability in the interest of 
sharing the market. 

It is a physical fact that if 
wells are run wide open, it is not 
possible to make as large a recov- 
ery of oil, as if they were held 
down. Naturally the consumer is 
interested in having a continuous 
supply of oil at low prices. 

If, for instance, the wells in 
Turner Valley were to run wide 
open, the temperature in the ofl 
bearing rocks would rapidly de- 
cline. It is another geological 
fact that there is a lot of wax in 
Turner Valley oil. In the pro- 
cess of cooling it would congeal 
and block the tiny rock pores 
through which the oil oozes to 
the foot of the well. 

Once this happened, great 
uantities of oil would be placed 
orever beyond recovery. Heavy 

economic losses would follow for 
both producers and consumers.

Seed Growers Hold 
Annual Meet Here 


The entire slate of officers 
were re-elected at the annual 
meeting of the Alberta Branch, 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion, held at the Central Alberta 
Pavilion here Friday morning. 
P. U. Clubine of Wembley will 
retain the presidency of the asso- 
ciation, with W. D. Hay of Leth- 
bridge as vice-president; G. E. 
DeLong of Lacombe is secretary- 
treasurer and directors are L. C. 
Anderson; Bittern Lake; P. J. 
Rock, Drumheller, and M. J. 
Manning, Delburne. 

The levying of an annual mem- 
bership fee of one dollar per 
year was finally decided on as 


a motion to that effect was 
passed. Another resolution, 
recommending to the Alberta 


Seed Growers’ Association that a 
definite price for registered seed 
be set, was referred to the board 
of directors for consideration. 

H. D. Young of Millet reported 
on the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion held earlier this year in 
Guelph, Ont. Dr. John H. Par- 
ker, a prominent plant breeder 
of Manhattan, Kansas, was intro- 
duced to the meeting. 

The question of suitable adver- 
tising among growers to en- 
deavor to encourage the use of 
more registered seed was also 
discussed at the meeting, and it 
was decided to tie in with the 
Alberta Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion in this regard. .

are several crosses of very early, 
promising looking types, but it 
is too soon to give definite in- 
formation concerning them. 

Much co-operation is being 
given in experimentation by the 
various. organizations through 
boys’ and girls’ clubs. Early 
Miller oats and Olli barley are 
types of grain which look prom- 
ising. Of the 300 samples of far- 
mers’ grain grown in_ verifica- 
tion plots for purity tests at the 
Lacombe Station, 20 per cent ure 
very good as far as purity is 
concerned; 28 per cent can be 
used again, and 52 per cent are 
of badly mixed varieties. 

F. H. Reed, Superintendent of 
the Farm, in his introductory re- 
marks, said that there had been 
10.7 inches of precipitation dur- 
ing the last ten months, and in 
the first eight months of this 
year there had been 8.9 inches of 
moisture. As it has been devel- 
oping into a bad hail year, Mr. 
Reed asked George E. DeLong, 
Assistant Superintendent of Cer- 
eal Crops, to adyise as to the 
best time of cutting the wheat 
crop. Mr. DeLong said some 
experiments had been made along 
this line in other years and it 
was found that if the kernel 
could be dented without squeez- 
ing out any of the moisture it is 
advisable to cut the grain, as 


once a glaze appears on the ker- 


nels there is little, if any, trans- 
fer of plant food from the stalk 
to the kernel and therefore there 
would be no sacrifice ‘of yield. 
As all heads do not mature at the 
same time, Mr: DeLong said to 
try out the least mature heads. 

Dr. J. H. Fryer, Associate 
Professor of Agronomy at the 
U. of A., O. S. Longman of the 
Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture, and J. Murray, Principal 
of the Olds Agricultural School, 
were introduced and _ extended 
greetings. 

Make Tour of Farm 

On a motor trip around the 
Farm, in which was included 120 
cars, the points of interest vis- 
ited were the cultural plot field, 
rotation experiments, sequence 
studies, fertilizer tests, forage 
crop fields, plant breeding pro- 
jects, the wheat and grass cross- 
es from which it is hoped to de- 
velop a perennial wheat, and the 
cereal crop field, where Dr. 
Newman and Mr. DeLong point- 
ed out the qualities and advan- 
tages or otherwise, of the vari- 
ous types of grain. 

Mr. Reed felt that this was a 
particularly good year for ex- 
perimentation work, due to the 
lack of moisture, as it brought 
out differences in length and 
strength of straw, earliness, dis- 
ease resistance and yields.

Employment Service 
To Help Farmers 


Laborers for harvest will work 
through a central Employment 
Service, with head offices in &id- 
monton, a letter received recently 
by E. Walter Simpson, secretary- 


treasurer of the Municipal Dis-: 


trict of Crown, reports. The Em- 
ployment Service of Canada is 
endeavoring to prevent any 
bunching of harvesters in any 
one district to the detriment of 
other districts, the letter states, 
and farmers are requested to 
contact this service in Edmonton 
when in need of help. 

“In all the grain districts pub- 
lic spirited men are co-operating 
by acting as voluntary agents for 
the Employment Service, to col- 
lect orders and information for 
the main offices, and will assist 
in directing men to the individual 
farmer requiring them when they 
arrive at country points,” the cir- 
cular reads. Farmers are urged 
to use the Employment Service— 
“it exists for your use, keep it 
informed of your requirements, 
a day or two ahead of need if 
possible, and farmers may be 
assured the Employment Service 
will co-operate in meeting the 
problems of harvest labor.” 


Heavy Expenditures 
Planned By G.M. 


REGINA. —A program of ex- 
pansion and development at a 
cost of between $125,000 and 
$165,000 is planned for the Re- 
gina plant of the General Motors 
Canada. : 

Indicative of General _ Motors’ 
faith in the future of the West, 
and of the increasing importance 
of the Regina unit in the affairs 
of the company, are the plans 
announced here recently by J. B. 
Highfield of Oshawa, general 
plant manager for Canada. Re- 
opened only last December, the 
local factory is now producing 
60 cars per day, with a capacity 
of 100 cars. 

Purchase and construction of 
new machinery at a cost of be- 
tween $60,000 and $100,000 is the 
main item of the program, in 
addition to which a new steam 
plant is also under consideration. 

Plans for the production of the 
1939 line of automobiles make 
necessary the extensive replace- 
ment of machinery and the re- 
modelling of welding “bucks,” 
said Mr. Highfield, who was in 
Regina on a tour of inspection of 
the local plant. These operations 
alone would mean the expendi- 
ture of thousands of dollars in 
Regina labor, he pointed out. 


British ig eo bia 
Strives With C.1.0. 


VICTORIA; B.C—The C.L0. is 
making strong efforts to organize 
the great timber industry of 
British Columbia, Its local offi- 
cials have been working . among 


the logging camps of Vancouver” 


Island with some success in a few 
districts but up to now the C.LO, 
is not a factor in the industry 
generally, 

The Government of the Pro- 
vince is bound under its own 
legislation, passed recently, to 
recognize any bargaining agency 
set up by the workers in any 
plant, whatever its. name or 
affiliations, 

If the C.1.0, can obtain the sup- 
port of 51 per cent of the 
workers in any industry, it must 
be recognized as the official bar- 
gaining agency and employers 
must deal with it. The Govern- 
ment apprehends, however, that 
the success of the C.1.0. in the 
timber industry generally might 
lead to the labor troubles which 
tied up the industry in the Pacific 
Northwest States in recent years. 
The development of any such 
situation here would be strongly 
depreciated, but the Government
